1. EUROPE: 

-FRG PRESIDENT HEINEMANN OBSERVES THAT MAJOR INTER 
NATIONAL PROBLEMS CAN BE SOLVED ONLY IN AGREEMENT 
WITH THE US. 

-BELGIAN KING BAUDOUIN, DEPLORING THE DELAYS IN EC 
PROGRESS, SEES EUROPEAN SOLIDARITY GIVING WAY TO 
SHORTSIGHTED AND EGOTISTICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

-PRESIDENT POMPIDOU DEFINES THE FRENCH POSITION AS

COMMITTEE AND CALLING FOR THEIR REMOVAL. THE TWO 
OFFICIALS, WHO ARE ALSO HIGH-RANKING MILITARY OFFICERS,

A. SYRIA RAISES PRICE FOR PACT: SYRIAN VICE PRESIDENT

DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT MUST BE PRECEDED BY A FORMAL 
ISRAELI COMMITMENT TO EVACUATE ALL ARAB TERRITORIES 
OCCUPIED IN THE 1967 WAR, INCLUDING OLD JERUSALEM AND 
THE ENTIRE GOLAN HEIGHTS, AND ISRAELI RECOGNITION OF 
"THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE."
